The rain which =et in just asthe Convention
adjourned yesterany aliernoon, continuned by
fits and =tarts far into the night. It was doubly
unfortunate, tor, besides compelling the mass of
the delegations to remuin indoors, It moistened
the few who ventured out into the air. The
hotels were crowded, even more g0 than on the
previous evening. The most select and orderly
assemblage was that at the La Plerre House,
where the Louisiana delegates have their head-
quarters, A large number of the representatives
ot other sections of the country were also pra-
sent, enlivening the seeue by their movements
and conversation,

presented & busier geene.  Scoveral delegutions
are quartered here. and last night they bad a
large influx of visitors. The chiel attraction at
ibis estublishment was the fact that Vallandig-
ham had a parlor on the third floor, The parlor
in question was crowded, and the passage-wuay
leading to 1t entirely blocked up, during jthe
greater portion of the evening, Buat Vallandig-
ham was not to be found., Verious and conflict-
ing were the rumors respecting his whereabouts
and proceedings.

THE VALLANDIGHAM EXCITEMENT,

It was geunerally understood that he had in
good enrnest given up his clain to o seat in the
Convention, although he still retused to surren-
der his tieket to the floor of the Wigwam. This
jact led many to doubl the wilhdrawal of the
Prinee-of-Peace Demoerncy, and there wuas con-
gequently exhibited a strong desire to pernse
the letter of withdrawal which he had written,
Notwithstanding the most strenuous exerdons,
however, a glance ut this precions document
was not obtained, save by some of the leading
spirits of the Convention. 1t will be made
public some time during the duy.

The question as to what had become of Val-
Iandigham wae equally perplexing. It was re-
ported on on¢ hand thet he would pay a visit
to the Louisians people at the La Plerre House,
but those who took their stand there with the
expectation of se¢ipg him were doomed to dis-
appointment. Another report which gined
credence, having been staried i the most seleot
and best informed caceles, was to the effect that
a serepude would be tendered the withdrawing
hero, Every one was consequently on the
alert, and at the slightest tap of a drum or
groan of a trombone, & rush was mado for the
door, Dut this anxious watching and waiting
wia finally terminated by the sunnouncement
that Mr. Vallandighum had retired to hus private
rooms in copsoquence of severe indisposition.
The serenade was therefore postponed, but it
will probebly transpire some time 1his evening,

AT THE CONTINENTAL
the crowd was fearful, and the scene one that
begeared deseription. The nubobs and grand
moguls whose presence had made this the ccene
of attraction on the previcus evening were there
in force, bhaving recéived comsiderable aocces-
sions, 1o point of numbers al leust.  Most pro-
minent among the new arrivals was Jobhn Mor-
rissey, the renowued champlion of the heavy
welights, avd the present Head Centre of Bara-
toga.

Wood, There did not appear to be very many
present who regretted the absence of the
former, but Fernando's sympathizers were
numerous and outspoken, As a specimen of the
goesip in hls case, we will eive a short conver-
sition between two leading Democrats, whom
we were fortunnte enongh to overhear:—

One gentleman a<ked indignantly, “*What has
Fernando Wood done, that he must be driven
from the Convention? He made one or two
peace speeches at the outbreak of the war,
and after that Bve hundred war speeches, be-
sides assisting in the organization of severnl
regiments, to one of whom he gave
five thousand doliars out of his own pooket,”
“Yes, " respouded his attentive listener, " and
besides all that, he has been gullty of every
erime in the calendar from petty lurceny np to
manslavghter., I'm an out-and-oul Democrat,
but I'm opposcd to Fernando Wood's sitting in
the Convention., Let's tuke a drink.”
